Last year, construction workers 
broke ground on a $316 million project 
to speed up the buses that run along Van 
Ness Avenue — the vital north-south 
corridor that serves the center of the 
city. Dedicated bus lanes, improved 
boarding stations, and new vehicles will 
make getting from Russian Hill to Civic 
Center smoother, faster, and safer, when 
the project is completed in 2019. 

“This marks a significant step for- 
ward in making transit faster and more 
reliable on Van Ness Avenue,” said 
Mayor Ed Lee when the Van Ness Bus 
Rapid Transit Project (BRT) launched. 
“We will be improving a crucial travel 
corridor in San Francisco. When this 
project is completed, everyone can en- 
joy a safer, better Van Ness Avenue.” 

The project sounds great. But sev- 
eral residential developments coming 
to Van Ness Avenue and Market Street 
could derail the millions of dollars 
the city, state, and taxpayers have 
committed to speeding up this transit 
corridor, thanks to the impending 
arrival of hundreds of privately owned 
vehicles, which threaten to clog up this 
transit-rich artery. Or so claims Jason 
Henderson, who last month filed an 
appeal of the city’s decision to allow 
One Oak, a 304-unit luxury apartment 
building, to begin construction with- 
out a thorough review of the traffic 
impacts its 136 parking spots will have

on the neighborhood. 

One Oak’s 40 stories will rise from 
the soon-to-be demolished All Star 
Cafe on the corner of Van Ness Avenue 
and Oak Street. Developed by Build, 
Inc., the project has been through the 
rigmarole of issues in its eight-year 
planning process. The developers fired 
one architect and hired another. Issues 
of wind mitigation forced a redesign 
of the entire tower. And just when 
the project was finalized and the plan 
hit the Planning Commission, nearby 
residents and neighborhood associa- 
tions picked a fight with the city and 
developers over the proposed parking 
spots, claiming there was no need for 
so much personal vehicle parking in 
an area served by nine Muni lines. The 
Environmental Impact Report, people 
argued, was not thorough: It didn’t 
examine any ramifications the cars 
might have on nearby public transit or 
how the extra wind the building would 
funnel down Van Ness would affect 
the thousands of cyclists who com- 
muted past the building each day. 

But on June 15, the Planning 
Commission approved the EIR as it 
was written, dealing a blow to trans- 
portation advocates. Now, Henderson, 
a Geography and Environment profes- 
sor at San Francisco State University, 
has tossed his hat into the game and 
appealed that decision. 

It’s not easy to file an appeal 
against the city. Appellants must have

a track record of engagement with the 
project, with written letters and City 
Hall appearances proving their inter- 
est in the case. They also must have an 
active working knowledge of the Plan- 
ning Department, to draft anything 
that has legs. Henderson has both 
— his red hair and beard are a familiar 
presence at Planning Commission 
meetings, and while this EIR decision 
was made, he was researching a paper 
on the politics of mobility in Copenha- 
gen, from where he filed this appeal. 
The One Oak EIR, he claims, “fails 
as an informational document.” Ina 
two-page summary, he outlines the 
omission of valuable information 
on vehicular impact, effects of wind, 
loading zones for ride-hail vehicles, 
and the cumulative effect it and other 
nearby developments will have on the 
area. “It’s like we as a city have just 
decided not to know this,” Henderson 
says about the Planning Department’s 
lack of attention to such details. 
People only have to look at a map 
of One Oak and the streets around it 
to see immediately where traffic issues 
would occur. All 136 parking spaces 
would be accessible via a garage door 
entrance on Oak Street, which is a 
one-way arterial heading westbound 
on that block. That means southbound 
drivers will have to make a huge loop 
down public transit-rich-streets in or- 
der to reach the highway — or return 
home from it. 
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Across Market Street, another 
residential development looms. Two 
towers slated to replace the Honda 
dealership would hold 985 units of 
housing, with 518 parking spaces 
underground, which would exit onto 
one-way southbound 12th Street. To 
get to the highway — or, pretty much 
anywhere — drivers would have to 
turn left onto Mission Street, running 
straight into a massive intersection 
with Gough Street, South Van Ness 
Avenue, and Otis Street. 

“Imagine you're standing on 
Broadway and Van Ness, five years 
from now, and you've been promised 
that these buses are going to be reli- 
able and frequent,’ Henderson says. 
“There’s three buses, and then none 
for 20 minutes. Why? Because you 
let all these high-rises have all that 
parking on Mission and South Van 
Ness. You've spent all that money 
on red transit lanes, you've riled up 
merchants on Mission Street, and 
then you throw your bus into a hor- 
net’s nest of traffic. You've spent all 
this money on Haight Street, fixing 
the buses, making them reliable and 
useful, and then it’s bogged down on 
Market Street because nothing’s mov- 
ing and it’s gridlocked. 

“It’s one department saying, ‘F.U!’ 
to another,” he adds. 

Henderson is clear that he’s not 
anti-housing, or even anti-One Oak. 
The point of this appeal, he says, is to

improve the process. “I’m not inter- 
ested in impeding, I’m interested in 
making it better, and I think we can,” 
he says. 

But the impact of filing an EIR 
appeal can be huge, with construction 
delays on the horizon while the issue 
is heard by city government. In the 
best case scenario, “if the Planning De- 
partment wants to double down and 
put out some mitigations, this could 
take a couple months,” Henderson 
says. “They could make this a priority. 
I don't see this as delaying the big 
picture. There’s an EIR for the Honda 
site. There’s an EIR for the Plumber’s 
Union site, for City College on Gough 
and Mission. All these could actually 
be better and faster. If they wanted, 
this could be a beautiful solution for 
the city.” 

But for now, the appeal process is 
just getting started. Both the SFMTA 
and Sup. London Breed’s office failed 
to respond to our requests for com- 
ment. The appeal is scheduled to be 
heard in front of the Board of Super- 
visors on Sept. 5 — when they return 
from August recess. In the meantime, 
Henderson will fine-tune his argu- 
ment, gearing up to take on the Plan- 
ning Department, the developers, and 
City Hall.

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Pot Dispensaries Under Fire 


The recreational pot boom is creeping on, but two new bills are making cannabis shops paranoid.

For marijuana smokers, 
Christmas comes on New Year's Day 
next year. On Jan. 1, 2018, any San 
Franciscan over the age 21 will be 
able to walk into a dispensary and 
buy cannabis with no medical ID 
card — a beautiful arrangement that 
stoners have dreamt of for years. 

With 39 dispensaries currently 
operating and 11 in progress, le- 
galization may turn San Francisco 
into America’s largest cannabis 
market. But recreational marijua- 
na sales will require a complete 
overhaul of cannabis commerce 
laws, and the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors has put forth two 
new bills that severely limit the 
number of pot shops doing busi- 
ness in the city. 

One prohibition measure has 
already passed and is in effect. 
Last week, the board passed Sup. 
Ahsha Safai’s resolution capping 
the number of marijuana dis- 
pensaries in his District 11 at 
its current number of three. The 
other bill affects the whole city, 
proposing a 45-day moratorium 
on any new cannabis dispensaries 
opening in San Francisco (whether 
this will affect the 11 in progress is 
undecided). 

Marijuana dispensaries, as we know them, are 
still anew phenomenon. There were a tiny num- 
ber back in 1996 when California first legalized 
medical marijuana, but these were low-budget, 
basement operations that were blatantly illegal 
— and raided on a regular basis. Legal cannabis 
dispensaries didn’t exist in San Francisco until the 
city passed the 2005 Medical Cannabis Act. 

The California marijuana sector has mutat- 
ed into a big money, $3 billion-a-year industry 
since then. Venture capital firms funnel millions 
into budding dispensary chains, turning medical 
cannabis dispensaries (MCDs) into luxury retail 
boutiques, with advertisements all over the city’s 
buses and billboards. 

“Our existing regulatory framework for MCDs 
is over a decade old,” Sup. Malia Cohen, author 
of the proposed citywide moratorium, tells SF 
Weekly. “It has outlived its usefulness and needs 
reconsideration. 

“Given the coming changes to cannabis in Cal- 
ifornia and the creation of the new Office of Can- 
nabis, it’s prudent to take a pause and reevaluate 
our current controls,” she adds. 

The Board won't consider Cohen’s 45-day mor- 
atorium until September, so it’s not yet law. But 
if passed by a four-fifths majority vote and signed 
into law by the mayor, it would prohibit any new 
dispensaries from opening in San Francisco. 

The other prohibition measure is already in ef-

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fect, but only in one neighborhood. Sup. Ahsha Sa- 
fai’s ban on new dispensaries in District 11 passed 
after Safai complained that a cluster of cannabis 
shops in his district created a seedy pot scene. 

“It is a very different type of atmosphere at 
Mission and Geneva where we have these [dispen- 
saries],” Safai said before his ban passed. “Because 
of the entry and access points of the freeway, we 
often get a transient crowd that then create other 
externalities.” 

That is Safai’s diplomatic way of saying that an 
undesirable clientele from the comparatively dis- 
pensary-free San Mateo County is luring sketchier 
dispensaries along the Geneva Avenue and Ale- 
many Boulevard exits of Interstate 280. 

“We don’t get the cigar lounge, beautiful [dis- 
pensaries], we get the bars on the door, armed 
security guard |dispensaries],” Safai said ina 
statement to the board. “It is very different kind 
of business in our district.” 

Safai’s ban is also intended to protect local 
ownership of dispensaries. 

“We've heard in many instances that venture 
capitalists and other outside corporations like RJ 
Reynolds and larger tobacco companies are now 
getting into the business,” he said. “We need to 
be thinking about protecting our existing MCDs. 
These are usually local small-business operators.” 

Still, it’s unusual to pass a ban that only applies 
to one type of business in one neighborhood. 

”"T have concerns about any type of planning

code amendment that is just about a district,” said 
Sup. Jane Kim, who voted against the D11 ban. 
“Now every supervisor is going to introduce their 
own ordinance around their planning needs just 
for their district.” 

Both of these new dispensary bans might soon 
be rendered meaningless. Both bills use the term 
“medical cannabis dispensary” — a concept that 
might not exist when new recreational use laws 
are passed. If the new adult use laws do not con- 
tain the term “medical cannabis dispensary” both 
pieces of legislation are effectively nuked out of 
existence. 

Any future board motions could supercede 
this. Nonetheless, such measures may lead toa 
stronger regulatory framework when “Cannabis 
Christmas” arrives on Jan.1. 

But you know who else these bans help? The 
dispensaries already in place, who can corner the 
markets in their neighborhoods without new com- 
petition. That lack of competition and unintended 
concentration of power could lead to monopolies 
and corporate cannabis takeovers, feared by both 
San Francisco supervisors and late-night bong-rip 
conspiracy theorists alike.

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A Smart Decline 


According to SFPD, smartphone 
robberies have gone down 
50 percent since 2013.

Every morning, the San Francisco 
Police Department sends the press a recap 
of crimes committed across the city the pre- 
vious day. With only five to 10 incidents 
listed, it’s not a full summary of what went 
down, but it does offer a peek into the dark 
underbelly of San Francisco. And every sin- 
gle day, there is at least one cellphone theft. 

But recent data released by SFPD 
states that, despite their prominence in 
the crime recaps, smartphone robberies 
have actually declined in the past few 
years. Citywide, the numbers of reported 
robberies dropped 22 percent from 2015 
to 2016, and 50 percent since 2013. 

This is heartening news. In the years 
before 2013, smartphone theft was at a 
crazy high: Consumer Reports states that 
between 2012 and 2013, smartphone 
theft nearly doubled nationwide, from 1.6 
million to 3.1 million victims in just one 
year. 

There are many reasons one can come 
up with for the downturn in thefts — the 
economy is doing fairly well, unem- 
ployment is low, and smartphones have 
become more prevalent across all social 
classes. But San Francisco District Attor- 
ney George Gascon claimed last week that 
the reason theft has really declined is a 
law instituted nearly three years ago. 

In 2014, Gascon and state Sen. Mark 
Leno drafted SB 692 — the Smartphone 
Theft Prevention Act — which required all 
smartphones sold in the state of Califor- 
nia to come pre-equipped with “theft-de- 
terring technological solutions which 
can render stolen devices useless.” For 
example, iPhones have a kill switch that, 
if activated, can turn a stolen device into a 
completely unusable brick, eliminating its 
resale value. The law went into effect on 
July 1, 2015. 

“The prevalence of these crimes made 
it evident early on that enforcement and 
prosecution were not sufficient tools to re- 
duce the violence on our streets,” Gascon 
states in a press release. “Because of this 
legislation, stealing a smartphone is no 
longer worth the trouble, and that means 
the devices we use every day no longer 
make us targets for violent crime.” 

The decline is good news regardless 
of the reasons, but we’re not in the clear 
yet: Reports indicate that U.S. consum- 
ers spend $30 billion on lost and stolen 
smartphones each year, and phone theft 
certainly still takes place on the regular 
in San Francisco. We recommend you 
be cheered by this news, but not any 
less-cautious: Don’t leave your purse 
unaccompanied while dancing to ’90s hip- 
hop at the Knockout. It doesn’t end well.

Valley Residents 
Fight to Stop 
Proposed Medical 
Dispensaries 


Community leaders shed light 
onaseedy situation. 


The residents of Visitacion Valley 
are tired of being overlooked. 

Once dubbed “Forgotten Valley,” 
the community in southeast San Fran- 
cisco is home to many working-class, 
Asian immigrant families. Among 
them is Marlene Tran, a retired S.F. 
public school teacher who has long 
used her background in education 
and translation skills — she speaks 
English, Cantonese, Vietnamese, and 
Madarin — to advocate for her com- 
munity. 

Tran is one of many residents of 
the neighborhood fighting against the 
proposed installation of two medical 
cannabis dispensaries at 5 Leland 
St., led by Quentin Platt of Equinox 
Botanicals, and 2442 Bayshore Blvd, 
spearheaded Victor Nguyen of Elevat- 
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ed Systems. 

“T feel that the process has been 
very secretive, says Tran. 

While Visitacion Valley largely vot- 
ed against Proposition 64, Tran says is 
not an anti-cannabis issue, but rather 
one about potential traffic congestion 
(both proposed dispensaries would 
reside in the narrow entrance to the 
Valley) and the safety of the commu- 
nity’s children. 

“Marijuana has a medical use. I 
wouldn’t deny it — I’m a teacher — 
but I feel that everywhere you turn, 
everything is all about marijuana. 

I think there is a time and place for 
everything and things should be more 
balanced,” she says. 

Beyond the issue that the 5 Leland 
and 2442 Bayshore projects would 
conflict with Planning Code Section 
790.141, which stipu- 
lates medical cannabis 
dispensaries cannot 
be built within 1,000 
feet of “a community 
facility and/or a recre- 
ation center that pri- 
marily serves persons 
under 18 years of age,” 
Tran also says that 
since these projects 
were first announced, 
Elevated Systems 
has proceeded with a 
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campaign marked by deceit. Among 
the evidence she cites is the fact that 
notices of meetings were posted 
last-minute, and only in English. 

For attorney Teresa Li, who worked 
pro bono on an appeal (on behalf 
of neighbors Tran, Russel Morine, 
and Ying Chen) of the San Francisco 
Planning Commission’s decision to ap- 
prove the 2442 Bayshore dispensary, 
the trouble doesn’t end there. 

“The other side actually submitted 
false signatures allegedly from the 
community, from people that deplored 
the opening of this medicinal-use can- 
nabis dispensary,’ she says. “These sig- 
natures turned out to be false. I had 
an expert who examined them. In the 
hearing, their attorney actually ad- 
mitted it. They said that their client’s 
friends and family gathered these sig- 
natures and that sometimes, they just 
wrote them for these people, instead 
of having people sign for themselves.” 

Li also cites how a partial survey of 
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the 676 signatures submitted by Ele- 
vated Systems in support of the 2442 
Bayshore dispensary project revealed 
that at least 67 of them bore false 
addresses. 

“T addressed this in my brief, and 
the other side’s response was that they 
just set-up a table on the sidewalk and 
anybody who walked by could sign it,” 
she says. “They didn’t verify anyone’s 
addresses.” 

On July 19, the five member San 
Francisco Board of Appeals heard 
arguments from both sides on the 
2442 Bayshore project. When it came 
time to vote, Vice President Frank 
Fung, Commissioner Rick Swig, and 
Commissioner Bobbie Wilson strange- 
ly dissented. Lacking the three vote 
majority necessary to pass the motion, 
the appeal was denied. 

“T have never heard or seen any- 
thing like this,” Li says. “Everybody 
was confused about what had just hap- 
pened. They just said 
the meeting was ad- 
journed. Somebody 
had to come out and 
explain. We have five 
commissioners on 

the board there and 
their jobs were to 
vote, and only two 
of them voted. That’s 
how we lost.” 

While Li says 
she must return to 
her practice and 
can no longer offer 


* discounts cannot be combined 
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her pro bono work, Tran and the rest 
of the community remain committed 
to a cause they see as an attempt to 
strong-arm a low-income, largely 
non-English speaking community into 
unfairly shouldering the brunt of the 
impending cannabis boom. 

“We're concerned that the Plan- 
ning Commission is steamrolling this 
decision without community input,” 
Tran says. 

However, there may finally be 
some progress. District 10 Sup. Malia 
Cohen, who represents the neighbor- 
hood, proposed an ordinance on July 
27 that would place an interim zoning 
moratorium on the approval of medi- 
cal cannabis dispensaries for 45 days, 
a move done as a response to the im- 
pending legalization and subsequent 
rush of MCDs attempting to open. 

For Tran, this is a welcome ac- 
knowledgement from the city of the 
issues she has worked so hard to 
highlight. 

“T think the city should be more 
sensitive, given that we have a very 
diverse population in San Francisco 
and they should make sure that these 
project sponsors are really doing the 
outreach. We were once known as 
‘Forgotten Valley’,” she says. “We don’t 
want to be forgotten again.”

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Can Trump legally ban 
transgender people 
from military service?

This week's question comes from Dustin in 
san Francisco, who writes: 


Q: “Chris, |am outraged that Trump has 
banned transgender people from serving In 
the military. Is this constitutional?” 


A: Thank you, Dustin, for your timely ques- 
tion. | share your outrage. | am proud to 
have championed transgender rights. | have 
assisted courageous transgender persons in 
safeguarding their rights and ending dis- 
criminatory policies and practices by the 
government, professional associations, hos- 
pitals and employers. My clients have 
shared with me the pain and emotional tur- 
moil they have suffered from being margin- 
alized and treated unfairly, solely based on 
their gender identity. 

Last week, President Donald Trump an- 
nounced on Twitter that he “will not accept 
or allow transgender individuals to serve In 
any capacity in the U.S. military.” Trump 
claimed that he had consulted with the mill- 
tary and justified his decision based on “tre- 
mendous military costs and disruption that 
transgender in the military would entail.” 
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It became Immediately obvious that 
Trump had not consulted with the military. 
General Joseph F. Dunford Jr., the chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, informed the 
military service chiefs the following day that 
the policy on who can serve would not 
change until the White House sends the De- 
partment of Defense new rules and the sec- 
retary of defense issues new guidelines. “In 
the meantime, we will continue to treat all 
of our personnel with respect,” Dunford 
sald. 

The stated rationales — reducing costs 
and promoting military readiness — for 
President Trump's abrupt announcement, 
like much of what he says, are without foun- 
dation. While no precise data Is kept, as 
many as 15,000 transgender people serve In 
the active military and reserves. The annual 
cost for gender-transition treatment for 
transgender service members Is estimated 
at $8.4 million. In comparison, according to 
a report by the Military Times, the armed 
forces spends $84 million per year on medi- 
cations for erectile dysfunction — 10 times 
the cost of medical care for transgender ser- 
vice members and an infinitesimal amount 
within the Department of Defense’s $17 bil- 
lion annual budget for medical care for ser- 
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vice members. 

The integration of transgender troops in 
the armed forces of other nations has had 
no negative effect on unit cohesion or mo- 
rale. Former Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
staff Adm. Mike Mullen has testified, “an 
inclusive policy for transgender troops pro- 
motes readiness.” This is why on June 30, 
2016, then-Secretary of Defense Aston Car- 
ter announced that “transgender Americans 
may serve openly, and they can no longer be 
discharged or otherwise separated from the 
military just for being transgender.” 

Under the U.S. Constitution, the presi- 
dent is designated as the commander in 
chief of the armed forces. Does this provide 
President Trump unchecked constitutional 
authority to discriminate against transgen- 
der persons serving in the military? 

The answer Is no. First, the control of the 
military under the U.S. Constitution is 
shared by the executive and legislative 
branches. Under Article |, Section 8, of the 
Constitution, Congress may raise, organize 
and support armies. Congress has used this 
authority to establish criteria and standards 
for service in the military, and authorized the 
secretary of Defense to prescribe policies 
and regulations for the military. If the De- 
partment of Defense follows through on 
President Trump's declaration to ban all 
transgender military personnel, Congress 
could delay or even undo It. 

second, the judiciary can serve as a 
check on the president's control over the 
military. We may forget, but it was less than 
a decade ago that gays and lesbians were 





barred from openly serving in the military on 
the basis that they posed an unacceptable 
risk to military morale, discipline and cohe- 
sion. While the initial lawsuits challenging 
the military's “Don't Ask, Don't Tell” policy 
were unsuccesstul, the matter was never 
decided by the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Subsequent court challenges to DADT, 
however, showed greater promise. In Log 
Cabin Republicans v. U.S., the U.S. District 
Court found that the DADT violated the sub- 
Stantive rights of LGBT personnel including 
“freedom of thought, belief, expression, and 
certain intimate conduct.” The case was on 
appeal when Congress passed legislation 
signed by President Barack Obama that re- 
pealed DADT. As result, the district court's 
decision was vacated as moot.

The legal arguments, however, that 
found success before the federal court in 
Log Cabin Republicans v. U.S. could be ad- 
vanced in challenging President Trump's 
new policy. The blanket prohibition on any 
transgender persons relies upon the same 
discredited rationale used to justify past 
discrimination against racial minorities, 
women, and gays and lesbians serving In 
our armed forces. President Trump's true 
motivation is animus and prejudice that can- 
not serve as the basis for any governmental 
policy under the Constitution.

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Neon Revival 


After a quarter million dollars in grants and community fundraising, the 
neon sign at Avenue Theater will finally be turned back on.

Stroll through any neighborhood 


in San Francisco, and you'd be hard- 
pressed not to find an old movie palace. 
Divisadero Street has the Harding, Ingle- 
side has the El Rey, Presidio Heights has 
the Vogue, and the Mission has too many 
to count. Some have found renewed pur- 
pose, such as the Alamo Drafthouse tak- 
ing over the New Mission Theater, while 
others, like the Tower Theater one block 
up Mission Street, have crumbled into 
disrepair. 

Until recently, the Avenue Theater 
on San Bruno Avenue in Portola fell 
into the latter category. The old movie 
house was built in 1927, adhering to 
the glamorous Art Deco architecture 
of the era. Delicately carved molding 
lined the edges of the stage, the ceil- 
ing was painted in a mosaic of colors, 
and rows of wooden seats curved 
gracefully around an orchestra pit at 
the foot of the stage. 

In the 1960s, Edward Millington 
Stout III bought the theater and be- 
gan a long run of silent films, accom- 
panied by a Mighty Wurlitzer organ. 
A show calendar, presumably from 
the late 1970s or early ’80s, listed 
movies such as Charge at Feather Riv- 
er (1957), Son of the Sheikh (1926), 
Speedy (1920), and the humorously 
titled The Gay Divorcee (1934). 

Despite its popularity as a si- 
lent-movie destination, the Avenue 
closed its doors in 1984. In the years 
since, it’s fallen into decay, its facade 
graffitied, the paint peeling, the 400 
seats rotting where they rest. But 
as the Portola neighborhood has re-

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ceived some attention in the past few 
years — a new library opened in 2009, 
and the local rec center was renovated 
in 2013 — the neighborhood associa- 
tion turned its attention to the aging 
theater, which, even in its dilapidated 
state, dominates San Bruno Avenue’s 
commercial corridor. 

The work required to return the 
Avenue Theater to its original glory is 
expensive, and a risk for developers 
who would most likely only value the 
space for its potential to be replaced 
by housing. In recent years, successful 
restorations have relied on wealthy 
companies or families to do the work. 
The Alamo Drafthouse Cinema chain 
renovated the New Mission Theater, 
and the Harding Theater is undergo- 
ing a multi-million dollar repair and

facelift thanks to two Chicago broth- 

ers, whose family had been in the the- 

ater industry for decades. 
But those two possess an import- 
ant quality that the Avenue doesn’t: 

a hot location. With no BART station 

or transportation hub nearby, Portola 

might not rival them as a destination. 

Convincing a developer to fund the full 

repair of the theater was a long shot, 

but the neighborhood didn’t want 

to give up hope that it was possible. 

In 2015, the Portola Neighborhood 

Association created a deal with the 

Avenue’s owners: If the community 

raised enough money to renovate the 

old neon sign, the owners would sup- 
port the search for a tenant who would 
restore the theater. 

Luke Spray, corridor manager for 
the neighborhood association, has 
overseen many of the repairs. 

“The Avenue Theater is the 
physical and figurative heart of the 
Portola, and while no one person 
can claim to have spearheaded the 
project, it has been led all along 
by the Portola Neighborhood 
Association,” he says. “Reviving 
the neon sign is a crucial step 
toward preserving the building’s 
history, a great way to celebrate 
its legacy, and a straightforward 
way to attract a new tenant. The 
community really wanted to pay 
homage to the sign, as it seems 
like everyone old enough to have 
gone to a movie at the Avenue has 
fond memories of how striking the 
sign was.”

Cutty Bang: 
The Real San 


Francisco Treat

Because San Francisco’s 
climate is so hospitable to day-drink- 
ing — which is basically synonymous 
with outdoor day-drinking — it was 
probably inevitable that a ground-up 
method of affordable intoxication 
would develop. Sure, you can always pick 
up a 12-pack of Tecate on your way to 
the park, but a few liquor stores around 
town have a better way of helping you 
inebriate: the Cutty Bang. 

A Cutty Bang is a chilled plastic 
bag that contains an airplane bottle 
or two of booze, a mixer, and a cup 
of ice with a straw. Popularized by 
Bay Area rappers Taydatay, Big MAC, 
and KNT, a Cutty Bang is — strictly 
speaking — Tanqueray gin, Seagram’s 


Hillary Ronen, who now represents 
the district — the neighborhood as- 
sociation secured a $250,000 Asset 
Activation grant from the city’s Office 
of Economic and Workforce Develop- 
ment. Contractors commenced work 
on the renovation last spring. 

As is the case with most construc- 
tion projects, and particularly those 
in San Francisco, expenses piled up 
faster than anticipated. Letters for the 
marquee, flashing neon, and improve- 
ments for the street-facing retail space 
added up. So financial support from 
the owners and the neighborhood's 
residents supplemented the grant 
money. 

“We initially planned on only rais- 
ing $7,500 [from the neighborhood], 
but we were overwhelmed by a number 
of folks who wanted to contribute,” 
Spray says. “The community’s enthu- 
siasm, along with the contributions 
from local businesses has put us on 
track to raise over $20,000 through 
our community-led efforts.” 

The Avenue’s facade is still covered 
in scaffolding, and there is still a lot of 
work left to be done. While hesitant

gin, Bacardi Limon, and juice. But the 
name has come to refer to the entire 
category of quasi-illicit party-packs 
with a hip-hop sensibility sold at a 
few select bodegas, including combi- 
nations like Earthquake City, Steph 
Curr-Tea, and Minor 49er. 

Portola’s Bus Stop Liquors (2698 
San Bruno Ave.) has a “Magic Liquor 
Locker,” an entire refrigerator case 
devoted to various Cutty Bangs, 
along with a laminated list of 46 of 
them on a clipboard. (Follow them 
on Instagram at @buststopliquorsf.) 
For $10 to $15, you can pretty much 
have your choice of anything, with 
an emphasis on rum and Alize as 
base spirits, and mixers ranging from 
Minute Maid to Ocean Spray to Dole 
pineapple juice to V8 Splash. There 
are proper highballs like James- 
on-and-ginger, too. 

Take it around the corner, mix 
everything together, pop the straw 
in, and no one’s the wiser. “Cutty” is 
slang for “shady,” but after stealthily 
downing one of these, you're going to 
feel made in the shade. 





to give SF Weekly a solid launch date, 
Spray hinted that he hopes to have “a 
big, bright, and fun unveiling ceremo- 
ny on a warm Indian summer evening 
in early September.” 

If the plan seems a little too ideal- 
istic for the ruthless development of 
San Francisco, consider this: It’s not 
the first time a community has rallied 
to renovate a sign to save a theater, 
and it’s worked. The Fox Theater in 
Oakland received a $350,000 grant for 
its marquee, and the neon flipped back 
on in 2002. After sitting empty for 
more than three decades, $75 million 
in state funding was then allocated to 
reopen the 2,800-seat music venue in 
2009. 

“Our city has lost far too many 
historic theaters, and as the old saying 
goes, ‘They don’t build them like they 
used to, ” Spray says. “Losing a theater 
of the Avenue’s size and importance 
would have been a loss that simply 
could not be replaced.”

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Eating Your 
Way Down San 
Bruno Avenue

San Bruno Avenue runs in several 
discontinuous sections from the end of 
Ninth Street in the southernmost edge 
of SoMa, nearly to the city line (with an 
especially large gap south of Potrero 
Hill.) Portola’s main drag, a six-block 
stretch of San Bruno Avenue between 
Silver Avenue and Woolsey Street, is 
home to more than a couple chains, like 
Subway and Round Table Pizza. But 
the wide array of eating and drinking 
options mirrors the working-class 
neighborhood's ethnic diversity. (There 
are even two La Loma Produces 
within a few blocks of each other, Nos. 
7 and 10) 

Cinco de Mayo Taqueria (2426 
San Bruno) and a Vietnamese restau- 
rant called Golden Saigon (2428 
San Bruno) effectively bookend the 
northern end of the strip, but it’s Jim 
Georgie’s Donuts (2468 San Bruno) 
that keeps its real with $5 tuna melts, 
six-for-$1 doughnut holes, and or- 
ange-lipped decaf coffee pots sitting 
on the countertop. 


Portola Has the 
Coolest Librarian 
in San Francisco 


“If you don’t know how a seed 
library works, patrons can come and say, 
‘Oh, Ineed some chard for my garden,’ and 
they put a few seeds into an envelope,” 
says Nicole Termini Germain, the branch 
manager and children’s librarian of the 
Portola Branch of the San Francisco Pub- 
lic Library. 

She has a meticulously labeled card 
catalog in the library where, in theory, 
patrons come back weeks or months 
later to replenish the stocks of radish, 
broccoli, fruits, and flowers. It doesn’t 
always happen, though. 

“I don’t send them to library jail,” 
she says of her scofflaws. “If they bring 
it back, awesome. If not, that’s OK, 
they’re greening the neighborhood 
even more.” 

Portola is already a very green 
neighborhood, and gardening plays 
into the history of Germain’s branch, 
which reopened in 2009 in its current 
home at 380 Bacon St. (Prior to that, 
it had been in several storefronts on 
San Bruno Avenue, at one point get- 
ting evicted by what can only be the 
paradigmatic crotchety landlord.) The 
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Across the street at 2499 San Bru- 
no is Breakfast at Tiffany’s, which 
isn’t named for the Truman Capote 
novel about the effervescent Miss 
Holly Golightly, but because a woman 
named Tiffany and her uncle own it. 
(A neighborhood icon for decades, it 
flatlined in 2013-14 when its long- 
time owner died.) If you’re in the mar- 
ket for a Hungry Man-style breakfast, 
the Tiffany’s Classic comes with hash 
browns, English muffins, three eggs, 
and four(!) bacon slices. 

For steamed buns and other delica- 
cies, there’s Dim Sum Kitchen (2520 
San Bruno), but if you prefer the full 
teahouse treatment, lazy susans and 
all, Imperial Garden Seafood (2626 
San Bruno) one block away has what 
you need. Excellent under-$5 pork 
sandwiches can be had at the no-non- 
sense Banh Mi House (2701 San 
Bruno), while if you want fresh pas- 
tries that might not be familiar to na- 
tive-born Americans — think “worm- 
style bread” or durian buns — the 
racks at Fancy Wheat Field Bakery 
(2668 San Bruno) has in mind all the 
desires you didn’t yet know you had. 

It’s definitely not a drive-in, a 
drive-through, or an inn, but one of 
the Bay Area’s four Hawaiian Drive- 
Inn locations can be found at 2600 
San Bruno, serving Kalua pig plates 
with two scoops of rice and a scoop 
of macaroni salad, or loco moco with 
plenty of gravy. 





Portola Garden Tour, which continues 
to this day, funding a horticulture 
program at City College and appearing 
in spreads of Sunset, initially began as 
a way to fund the books, media, and 
play-spaces that fill this well-loved 
and much-used facility. And the seed 
library of which Germain is so proud 
is one of only two in the city, the other 
being at the Potrero Hill branch. 
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Slightly more artisanal is the 
second of San Francisco’s three Four 
Barrel Coffee locations (2 Burrows), 
tucked hard by the Highway 101 
embankment just off San Bruno Av- 
enue. With solar panels, a reclaimed 
redwood ceiling, and a compost toilet, 
it’s 1,000 square feet of Third Wave 
caffeination — yet, surprisingly, it 
hasn't been a germ seed for rapacious 
gentrification since opening in late 
2013. Quite the contrary, the pocket 
park immediately outside has become 
a community touchstone, and it’s set 
to expand after CalTrans unloaded 
some marginal, highway-adjacent 
land to the Portola Urban Greening 
Committee. 

As bars go, there’s New Judnich’s 
(2888 San Bruno) at the southern end 
of things, with all the usual trappings 
of a neighborhood dive like a pool 
table and a jukebox. (Be warned: It’s 
closed on Sundays and Mondays.) 

A dance floor, a house band, and 
karaoke Wednesdays keep El Toro 
Nightclub (2470 San Bruno) popping 
from mid-morning until closing, six 
days a week. 

But the jewel of mid-2010s Por- 
tola is the year-old microbrewery 
Ferment Drink Repeat (2636 San 
Bruno), which makes the most of 
its initials’ applicability to a certain 
president who saved America from 
the Depression and the Nazis. Set up 
to assist homebrewers in their passion 
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People who work with children 
need to be patient, and an extroverted 
temperament is probably a strong plus, 
too. Germain is delighted to show off 
her library to anyone who will take 
a look out back, where there’s also a 
garden full of strawberries and flowers 
(and a prehistoric-looking artichoke 
that she let run to the end of its life 
cycle unmolested, to show the kids, 
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Ferment Drink Repeat 


projects, F.D.R. also full of whimsi- 
cally named beers like the Mango 
Unchained kettle sour and a yeasty, 
chocolate stout called Orange Is the 
New Black. 

If you still manage to walk up and 
down the block unsatiated, mid-sum- 
mer is wild blackberry season at the 
abandoned greenhouses on the block 
bordered by Bowdoin, Wayland, Ham- 
ilton, and Woolsey streets. Should 
you be shorter than five-foot-eight or 
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many of whom have little exposure to 
the great outdoors, what it would look 
like). 

Creating the garden was something 
of a struggle, even for a 24-year-vet- 
eran of the system, who began at the 
Old Main Library — now the Asian Art 
Museum — in 1993. 

“This was all closed,’ Germain 
says, gesturing to the outdoor space. 
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so, it might be a little tough to pick 
more than a few off the thorny vines, 
but you shouldn't let it go fallow this 
season. A developer called Group I 
has eyed the 2.2-acre parcel, with the 
intent to build up to 60 single-family 
dwellings. Once known as San Fran- 
cisco’s Garden District, Portola would 
lose the last connection to its horti- 
cultural past — and urban foragers 
would cede a genuine bounty. 


“This door was locked and nobody was 
allowed to even go through here. We 
have a bajillion kids coming through 
here and we have to keep them all in 
this stuffy library? I wasn’t even al- 
lowed to open these doors.” 

It’s not because her superiors are 
grinches; it’s because of people’s ten- 
dency to be a little sticky in the fingers. 
They tend to steal movies, Germain 
says, and authorities thought they'd 
use the side exit to make a quick get- 
away 

“We had this whole Blu-ray thief 
ring for a while,” she adds. 

To supplement her limited budget 
for capital improvements, she worked 
with a teacher at the nearby Alta Vista 
School and local parents who had con- 
struction know-how — plus a volun- 
teer from the main library stops by on 
weekends with a friend to tend to the 
beds. Her $700 in city funding allowed 
Germain to procure some fresh, healthy 
topsoil — “the soil that was here be- 
fore, the worms wouldn't even dignify 
with their presence,” she says — and 
some fruit trees. 

“The first year we had a huge pump- 
kin growing, and it had this huge cater- 
pillar on it,” she says, adding that some 
of the kids floated ritual insecticide as 
a possible solution. “They were like, 
‘We should kill it! Should we kill it?’ 
and I was like, “No! That’s good for the 
garden!”

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Agriculture or 
More Housing? 


One block of greenhouses Is 
all that remains of Portola’s 
garden industry, and its 
future is uncertain.

On a quiet corner of Portola, 
just down the steep embankment of a 
reservoir, sits an overgrown city 
block. A six-foot-tall fence, bent and 
broken in places, surrounds the skele- 
tons of old greenhouses, their 
pointed roofs hidden among over- 
grown blackberry bushes. It’s quiet 
and sunny — birds hidden among the 
dense growth sing their songs, and as 
trash blows by it catches on the tall 
grass that pushes against the fence. 
The wild lot is all that remains of Por- 
tola’s founding industry: flower gar- 
dens. 

The plot of greenhouses at 770 
Woolsey St. was built in the 1920s, 
one of 19 that financially sustained 
the neighborhood’s population, 
which, at the turn of the 20th cen- 
tury, was largely immigrants from 
Malta and Italy. It was part of the 
University Mound Nursery, owned 
by the Garibaldi family, and these 
greenhouses somehow survived the 
neighborhood housing boom of the 
1970s and ’80s, staying open until 
1994. 
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But as the land became more 
and more valuable, the temptation 
to sell it for housing development 
grew too great. After more than a 
decade of different negotiations 
with buyers and developers, the 
2.2-acre plot was bought at the end 
of June by Group I for $7.5 million. 
The developers plan on constructing 
60 single-family homes in the space. 

While the city is in an undeni- 
able housing crisis, the preservation 
of Portola’s history and this lot of 
land is front of mind for one neigh- 
borhood group that is working hard 
to save this landmark. The Green- 
house Project strives to rebuild the 
plot and turn into an educational 
urban agriculture center, as a nod to 
the neighborhood’s flowered past. 
Their vision had begun to be vet- 
ted in a professional study, which 
investigated the site’s conditions 
and developed financial estimates. 
It has much of the neighborhood’s 
backing, but this recent sale throws 
a big wrench in the plan. 

Group I has yet to submit a pro- 
posal to the city for the site, but it’s 
hard to imagine a scenario where an 
urban farm would win over housing 
— the beloved Hayes Valley Farm 
that sat on the site of the former 
Central Freeway was torn down 
in 2013 to make room for luxury 
apartments. 

But for now, the greenhouses re- 
main, home to foxes, feral cats, and 
six-foot-tall overgrown blackberry 
bushes heavy with bounty. The fruit 
alone make the trek to the quiet 
corner of the city worth it. 
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Portola's 
Pronunciation 
Quandary 


This neighborhood's name Is 
at the center of an oratorical 
debate. 


San Francisco is no stranger to 
two things: odd pronunciations and 
neighborhood pride. Only tourists 
pronounce Gough Street as “gow,” 
and only newcomers are confused 


when the old guard insists that NoPa 
is actually the Western Addition. 
Neighborhood names have become 
synonymous with gentrification, and 
changes, no matter how gradual, are 
loaded. But in Portola, the elocution 
battle plays out more peacefully, 
with two different ways to say the ar- 
ea’s name: “POR-da-lah” or “por- 
TOE-la.” 

Luke Spray, corridor manager 
for the Portola Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation, tells SF Weekly it’s the for- 
mer — and Portola librarian Nicole 
Termini Germain (pictured above) 
agrees. When Italian and Maltese 
immigrants settled in the neighbor- 
hood in the 1920s, they pronounced 
its name with a stress on the “POR,” 


Reimagining 
(Tiny) Vacant 
Lots 


Through grants for public 
artwork and landscaping, 
Portola brings new life to 
empty land near the highway. 


In between the city’s bustling 
freeways and the houses and busi- 
nesses that line them, one can find 
small, oddly shaped vacant lots. Most 
of the time, they’re filled with patches 
of weeds, dumped appliances, and 
clumps of trash — but 
not so in the former 
“garden district” of San 
Francisco. Thanks toa 
collaboration between 
the Community Chal- 
lenge Grant and the 
Portola Urban Greening 
Committee, the neigh- 
borhood has slowly re- 
claimed these plots. 
The first to be 
tackled was in 2014 
at the end of Burrows 
Street, a short block 
sandwiched between 
San Bruno Avenue and 
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and it caught on. 

While residents call it “POR-da- 
lah,” it’s not easy to trace the pro- 
nunciation origin. The Portola Planet, 
a local neighborhood blog, dug up a 
mention of the neighborhood’s pho- 
netic choices in an old San Francisco 
Call article from 1909. A festival 
held that year to celebrate Spanish 
soldier and explorer Gaspar de Por- 
tola included a speech by Portola 
committee member James Rolph, 


Highway 101. The Burrows Pocket 
Park, as it’s now known, sits in front 
of Four Barrel Coffee and offers Por- 
tola residents a tiered, landscaped 
refuge from the hustle and bustle. 
With a tiny, arched wooden bridge, 
a free library, a mural and several 
places to sit, it is a far cry from the 
bleak dead end street it used to be. 
And the neighborhood is already 
gunning for an expansion. Last 
week, The Greenhouse Project and 
the Portola Urban Greening Com- 
mittee led a community open house 
to gather ideas on what to do witha 
second Caltrans lot adjacent to the 
park, which would offer a welcome 
extension. 

“T sit up there and look out on 
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who, after consulting linguists and 
scholars, concluded that the pronun- 
ciation of the neighborhood “should 
be a crescendo, ending with a crash 
on the ‘LA.’” 

This doesn’t completely explain 
the modern-day phonetics of the 
neighborhood’s name, but the ar- 
guments should end with this fact: 
Residents appear to vote for “POR- 
da-lah,” so next time you visit, make 
sure you leave your toes out of it. NS 





that fennel patch everyday,” says Lu- 
cia Pohlman of The Greenhouse Proj- 
ect, whose office above Four Barrel 
overlooks the park. “So many people 
come to the coffee shop, and while 
there are some places to sit, there’s 
not a huge community gathering 
space right on San Bruno Avenue 
that feels welcoming for everyone — 
and isn’t a commercial space.” 
Caltrans lots, Pohlman believes, 
could offer a solution. She led last 
week’s open house, which she said 
was really a space for the community 
to express their desires for the space. 
“Is this going to be full of ham- 
mocks? Or a public artwork rota- 
tion? Or are you going to work out 
here? What do you really want to 
see?” she asks. 
Thinking outside 
the box with these va- 
cant lots has revealed 
endless potential. 
“The opportunity of 
community groups to 
take on Caltrans land 
in San Francisco is 
huge,’ Pohlman says. 
“There’s actually land 
that we can adopt,” 
she adds, “and we [in 
Portola] are particular- 
ly fortunate that we’re 
bound on two sides by 
freeways.” NS

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Hope Bucket List

For former Vice President 
Al Gore, climate change is not a political 
issue. 

Throughout An Inconvenient Sequel, 
the follow-up to the Oscar-winning 
2006 documentary An Inconvenient 
Truth, Gore constantly centers the 
focus as a battle not between conser- 
vatives and liberals, but rather one 
between mankind and the death of our 
planet. For directors Bonni Cohen and 
Jon Shenk, weighing the moments of 
hope and despair that appear in the 
film is, in essence, a reflection of Gore’s 
own stance on the issue. 

“We took that very seriously in 
making the film,” Cohen says. “Trying 
to balance the new science and how far 
we ve gone with the climate crisis with 
what we can do as a civilization to turn 
it around. Al refers to that as his ‘hope 
bucket.’ We want to make sure that 
people have enough to hang to that 
they feel like they can get out on the 
streets and make the calls to their en- 
ergy companies and put alternative en- 
ergy in place in their communities and 
have a voice on the streets, if things 
aren't going the way they should for 
the climate crisis.” 

A married couple from San Fran- 
cisco, Cohen and Shenk signed on to 
helm An Inconvenient Sequel after the 
original documentary’s director, Da- 
vis Guggenheim, felt the new project 
would benefit from a new team. They 
ultimately spent two years following 
Gore as he traveled the globe, training 
climate activists and visiting places 
where the effects of climate change are 
already painfully visible. 

“It was emotionally intense,” Shenk 
says of filming melting ice sheets 
in Greenland and the devastation 
wrought on Tacloban in the Philip- 
pines following superstorm Typhoon 
Haiyan in 2013. “Ultimately, we kind 
of had this obligation to photograph 
these places, and do it with as much 
beauty and sensitivity as possible, so 
that we could bring those images to 
the audience.” 

Speaking with SF Weekly ahead of 
a screening of the documentary at the 
San Francisco Jewish Film Festival, 
Gore echoed the spiritual toll his work 
can sometimes take. 

“Bonni Cohen and Jon Shenk 
traveled with me for two years, and, 
as you see in the movie, some of the 
experiences were so emotional,” Gore 
said. “I actually forgot that they were 
there filming. People who haven't 
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been through that experience may not 
believe that, but you don’t have any 
awareness left over to say, ‘Oh they’re 
shooting this with a camera.’ When 

I saw the first rough cut, I was really 
surprised by how much they had got- 
ten on film.” 

While the settings of An Inconve- 
nient Sequel reach around the world, 
the climax occurs in Paris during the 
2016 climate accord meetings. To film 
this real-life political thriller, Cohen 
and Shenk follow Gore as he races to 
find a way to entice India — initially a 
hold-out at the talks and a pivotal play- 
er to their success — to join. Beyond 
making for a compelling viewing expe- 
rience, Cohen says filming those scenes 
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required a hefty helping of logistical 
planning as well. 

“We had negotiated access with Al 
Gore, but of course we hadn’t negoti- 
ated access with all the people he was 
going to be meeting with,” she says. 
“We have the great fortune of the most 
incredible producer working today 
in documentary, Richard Berge, who 
works with us at Actual Films. He goes 
through the ‘producer Olympics’ every 
time we go into one of these access 
situations and helps to speak to the 
other side. We really were after the 
nitty-gritty details of those kinds of 
conversations, because that’s what was 
going to make the great drama.” 

Of course, no drama looms larger

than that of climate change itself. Ina 
time where superhero films are released 
ad nauseam, it’s inspiring to see a film 
where the hero actually exists, doesn’t 
need a cape, and tries to save the world. 
“We visited places with Al where 
things were happening due to climate 
change that looked like something 
that a computer-graphics team at 
ILM might have made,” Cohen agrees. 
“You see the Greenland glaciers just 
completely exploding due to high tem- 
peratures. You see these superstorms 
wiping out entire cities. You see ocean 
water with fish in it rising up on the 
streets of Miami, Florida. Then there’s 
this guy, and he can’t do it on his own, 
but he is bringing the message. He’s 
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trying to do the work. He’s trying to 
accumulate facts. The whole man-ver- 
sus-nature drama of it and these in- 
credible images of devastation — that 
are, unfortunately, not computer-gen- 
erated — is the stuff of superhero 
movies.” 

For Gore, one of the heroes of 
the film is located in our own Silicon 
Valley. During his mad dash to find a 
feasible alternative to India’s need for 
fossil fuels, he turns to the owner of 
SolarCity, who agrees to offer a dis- 
count rate on panels for the developing 
nation. Gore says the choices and 
actions of businesses are “absolutely” 
a pivotal piece of how the world can 
make changes large enough to effect a 
solution to climate change. 

“SolarCity, and now Tesla, are really 
going above and beyond and are trying 
really hard to make the world a better 
place,” he adds. 

While An Inconvenient Sequel was 
originally intended to end on the high 
note of the successful conclusion of 
the Paris Climate Accord, President 
Donald Trump’s announcement that 
the U.S. would withdraw from the pact 
forced Cohen and Shenk to make some 
last-minute additions. 

“We really felt like we had to de- 
liver the news, one way or another,” 
Shenk says. “We were devastated 
and shocked when Trump made that 
announcement. On the other hand, 
we were incredibly heartened by the 
response to Trump. The rest of the 
world is doing the opposite of what we 
feared — they’re doubling down on the 
commitment and they’re moving for- 
ward despite Trump. So there’s a sense 
at the end of the film, I think, that 
regardless of what Donald Trump feels 
about the Paris climate accords, the 
American people and the people of the 
world are really ready and emotionally 
charged to lead on this issue.” 

Gore heartily agrees. In fact, he 
views the slow but mounting global 
awakening to the realities of the cli- 
mate crisis as an indication that ideally 
there may not be a need for a third 
installment of the documentary. 

“T hope, 10 years from now, we'll be 
able to look back on this decade as the 
time when we really did turn the cor- 
ner and start solving this for real.” 

An Inconvenient Sequel: Truth to Pow- 
er is in theaters now.

More than 25 years ago, author 
Michelle Tea started reading Tarot pro- 
fessionally in San Francisco, trading spir- 
itual advisement for cigarettes from 
hippie kids on Haight Street, before re- 
locating to a store called Love. 

“If you can call that ‘professional, 
” she says of her youthful self. 

A quarter-century later, Teais a 
wife and mother living in Los Ange- 
les, and while she’s maintained a life- 
long personal practice with the 78- 
card divination deck, she decided to 
plunge back into it in a professional 
sense. The result is Modern Tarot: Con- 
necting With Your Higher Self through 
the Wisdom of the Cards, a book that 
examines the major and minor arcana 
of the centuries-old prognostication 
system in depth — with a spell as- 
signed to nearly every card. (While 
intended to help people live their 
lives in harmony with the mysteries 
of the cosmos, many of them re- 
semble crafting projects, and some 
of them can be silly. For the Five of 
Pentacles, an inauspicious card she 
describes as a “downer,” she instructs 
people to go eat an entire pie.) 

“Ive been enacting little spells 
personally, as a little solo witch,” she 
says. “I already have somewhat of an 
understanding of spells and how to 
focus intention, and using herbs and 
flowers and candles and crystals, so 
Thad a sort of foundation to work 
with, and I just sort of ran with it. 

“Understanding the properties of 
the cards as either hot and energetic 
and with a crystal that supports heat 
and energy,’ was another induce- 
ment, she adds. “Or looking at the 
astrological implications of different 
cards, what colors are associated with 
those. So it was really fun. Part of it 
was intuitive, but it was fun to do 
lots of research on herbs, because I 
haven't worked with herbs quite as 
much. I learned a ton.” 

Herbs have been used in legiti- 
mate folk medicine for millennia, Tea 
notes. 

“They’re so often the root of syn- 
thetic medicine that one is willing to 
put full faith in,” she says. “You know, 
there’s Valium and there’s valerian: 
Which came first? It’s funny, when we 
understand things like herbs and the 
effects they have on us, then it ceases 
to be magic and becomes science. I 
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think a lot of magic is science we hav- 
en’t understood yet.” 

This practical element comes 
across throughout her new book, 
ramified by the charming illustra- 
tions from frequent Tea collaborator 
Amanda Verwey. This is all part and 
parcel of a phenomenon termed the 
“re-enchantment of the world,” a 
rigorous questioning of the suprem- 
acy of largely male-driven scientific 
understanding — or, at least, an 
interrogation of the supposed neu- 
trality of the scientific method and its 
ability to present the final answer on 
every question of human existence. 

“I do feel very proficient in the 
Tarot, but it remains a mystery, and 
I love that about it,” Tea says. “Here, 
in the material world, we still don’t 
know what the fuck we are or why 
we re here or why the universe even 
exists.” 

An intuitive person who’s by now 
quite well-traveled, she’s felt the 
energy radiating from places like Tuc- 
son, Ariz., Provincetown, Mass., and 
Paris. (A New Englander of Polish de- 
scent, she was nonetheless “repelled” 
by Warsaw.) Three decades of expo- 
sure to the Tarot have given her a new 
appreciation for rare, expensive decks 
like the New Orleans Voodoo Tarot or 
the early-20th century Waite-Smith 
Deck, created by London occultist and 
feminist icon Pamela Colman Smith. 
And it’s helped Tea gain a new per- 
spective on her own work. People still 
come up to her at readings and tell her 
that her raw queercore novel Valencia 
(2000) saved their lives at traumatic 
moments along their path to sexual 
self-discovery, but she cautions them 
not to follow her occasionally self-de- 
structive trajectory too closely. 

“I’m humbled that my work shot 
out into the world,” she says. “It finds 
its way to these people who need it. 
They grab my heart. They’re my peo- 
ple. It’s amazing. It’s also like, I’m 46, 
I’m married and I have a child and I’m 
sober. That book is filled with such 
horrible behavior! 

“People are like ‘I read Valencia 
when I was 15, ” Tea adds. “And I’m 
like, ‘OK, just remember, getting sober 
is an option.’ ”

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My Year in Kink 


Bound up with rope, and with 
boundaries.

It brings me great shame to 
admit this, but I joined the Bay Area kink 
community after reading the world’s 
greatest joke, 50 Shades of Grey. 

It wasn’t so much that I was in- 
spired by the sexy-but-abusive activi- 
ties in the Twilight fanfiction. Rather, 
I was bolstered by the positive public 
reaction to sexual tendencies that had 
always felt shameful to me. It was 
suddenly cool to want to be spanked, 
so I set out to get my ass smacked 
raw. 

Being a naive 22-year-old with 
almost no dating experience, I was 
not prepared for the world I was en- 
tering. At first, it was pretty exciting. 
The BDSM social network known as 
FetLife let me list all the kinky things 
I believed I was into, like face-fucking, 
double penetration, and sapiosexu- 
ality. (Barf.) 
Not only that, 





organized BDSM has a dark side to it, 
one that really dampens what could 
have been a beautiful exploration of 
sexuality for me. 

I noticed it not too long into my 
adventure: Every one of the men | 
partnered with had different tastes, 
but one characteristic they had in 
common was that they encouraged me 
to push past my pre-determined lim- 
its. Whether it was disappointment 
at my not wanting to get peed on, or 
ensuring me that I could actually fit 
a horse-sized dick up my ass, I met 
boundary-pushers at every turn. 

And it wasn’t just my own play 
partners. The more | attended kink 
meetups and sex clubs, several things 
became obvious. First, there exists a 
social hierarchy determined by how 
much experience players had, and 
extra points are granted to those — 
especially women — who cling to the 
fewest boundaries. Those with less 
experience, like me, were made to feel 
that we would have more value if we 
could only strive to be as talented as 
experienced kinksters. 

Second, at the top of that hierarchy 

were dominant

life. I learned the word “polyamory” 
and discovered a community of people 
who not only didn’t question or judge 
my decision to be in an open rela- 
tionship, but encouraged it. Looking 
back, of course they encouraged it; it 
meant there was a chance they could 
fuck me. 

It wasn’t long before I got my first 
taste of BDSM in the form of painful 
pleasure. Play partners showed me 
the ropes — literally — and I started 
to discover what I liked and what I 
didn’t like. Some of it was exhilarat- 
ing, like the time I went out on a date 
with a remote-controlled vibrating 
plug up my ass that my partner would 
activate at any given moment. Or the 
time I was shibari-bound in a beauti- 
ful fashion with a man and a woman 
pleasuring me in tandem. I'll never 
forget the hotel tryst with dripping 
wax and blindfolds that was every- 
thing I hoped it would be. I still regret 
turning down an invitation to Kink. 
com’s live BDSM show The Upper Floor 
when I had the chance. It’s safe to say 
I’ve never had more orgasms than I 
did during my kinky year. 

But, believe it or not, the world of 
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fact that these 
men were taking advantage of young, 
inexperienced women like myself, 
often coercing us into situations that 
were well beyond our hard limits. 
Many long-time kinksters knew these 
men were going so far as to rape wom- 
en, but did nothing about it, so as 
not to disparage the reputation of the 
BDSM community. 

It’s not to say that kink isn’t worth 
exploring in a community setting, 
or that there is anything inherently 
wrong with BDSM. By the end of my 
year in the BDSM community, I had 
been flogged in public, fingered ina 
bar, and made to explain to my doctor 
what all those bruises on my ass were 
from, so it’s not like I didn’t have fun. 
It’s more that I didn’t want to be com- 
plicit in abuse, nor did I want to be on 
the receiving end of it. 

After deleting my FetLife account 
and throwing away my collection of 
leather skirts and torn fishnets, I was 
able to gain clarity about my sexual 
preferences. Five years later, I still 
welcome a good choking and a rigorous 
face-fucking, but I'll never submit to 
anyone again.

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Brigsby Bear 


Brigsby Bear 
Rated PG-13. 
Opens Friday at the Century San 
Francisco Centre 9 and the Sundance 
Kabuki Cinemas. 
A serious contender for the best film of 
2017, the only way to watch Dave McCa- 
ry s Brigsby Bear is the way it was made: 
with a completely open heart. James 
(Kyle Mooney) is a sheltered 20-some- 
thing whose life revolves around a Wel- 
come to Pooh Corner-style children’s 
program called Brigsby Bear Adventures. 
(This 40-something critic wrote a schol- 
arly monograph about My Little Pony, and 
her home is decorated accordingly, so 
she’s in no position to judge.) A traumatic 
change in James’ life inspires him to 
make his own Brigsby Bear film, and to 
go into any more detail would be to spoil 
the movie's surprises. Brigsby Bear (Mc- 
Cary’s film, not the film within the film) 
has some structural similarities to Pee- 
Wee's Big Adventure, though with much 
darker undertones, being less about a 
man-child whose world is a live-action 
cartoon world than a man-child who re- 
lates to avery real world via a live-action 
cartoon. The phrase “dope as shit” is re- 
peated to the point of mantra, which 
speaks to the film’s inherent sweetness. 
But not only is Brigsby Bear not rated R, 
it’s only PG-13 for “thematic elements, 
brief sexuality, drug material, and teen 
partying” — and not language. Hope- 
fully, that rare moment of MPAA clarity 
will help Brigsby Bear find the audience it 
deserves, for it is indeed dope as shit.

Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 
A recurring theme in domestic horror 
movies is the struggle to retain one’s hu- 
manity, or at least reaffirm one’s sup- 
posed superiority over non-humans. The 
current wave of highly explicit genre 
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films from Latin America, such as the 
Ariel-winning We Are the Flesh, the Brazil- 
ian Neon Bull — which is not strictly a 
horror movie, but unapologetically bes- 
tial — and now, Amat Escalante’s The Un- 
tamed (La Region Salvaje) suggest that 
we re better off embracing our animal 
sides, and they may well have a point. The 
Untamead’s setup is pure soap opera, until 
it isn’t: Alejandra (Ruth Ramos) is a work- 
ing mother of two rambunctious young 
boys, and her brutish homophobe of a 
husband Angel (Jestis Meza) is having to- 
tally not-gay sex on the downlow with 
Alejandra’s brother Fabian (Eden Villavi- 
cencio), a male nurse. Fabian develops a 
platonic friendship with a patient named 
Veronica (Simone Bucio), who’s admitted 
with what looks like a rabid dog bite — 
but is, in fact, from an alien tenta- 
cle-monster that can give any human the 
best (and usually non-fatal) lay of their 
life if they're inclined to let it. The trian- 
gle of Alejandra, Angel, and Fabian would 
be enough for most films, especially as 
Angel’s closeted homosex- 

uality clashes with his culturally in- 
grained machismo and homophobia — 
but in The Untamed, as in life, an alien 
tentacle-monster makes everything bet-

Dustin Guy Defa’s Person to Person is 
something you don’t see every day — or, 
at least, not since the 1970s: a 16mm film 
shot in New York. Juho Kuosmanen’s The 
Happiest Day in the Life of Olli Maki was 
also 16mm, but shot in Helsinki in glori- 
ous black-and-white — though coinci- 
dentally, Person to Person is the best of the 
recent “day in the life” films that include 
100 Streets or Moscow Never Sleeps. Claire 
(Broad City’s Abbi Jacobson, top-billed!) is 
having a bad first day as an investigative 
reporter under creepy newspaper editor 
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Phil (Michael Cera) as they attempt to 
break the story of a possible murder. 
Meanwhile, record-collector Bene (Bene 
Coopersmith) seeks revenge on a scam 
artist, his laconic roommate Ray (George 
Sample II) faces a different kind of music 
for an impulsive act of revenge on his 
ex-girlfriend (Marsha Stephanie Blake), 
and teenage Wendy (Tavi Gevinson) is 
annoyed when her best friend wastes 
their ditch day snogging her boyfriend. 
The multiple threads don’t intertwine as 
much as is common for these types of 
films, and Wendy’s story skirts a little too 
close to “lesbians just need to find the 
right guy” for comfort, but Person to Per- 
son’s performances are engaging 
throughout. It even earns its end-titles 
dance party, which is something else you 
don’t see every day.

Considering Manny Torres 
Gimenez’s past as the mover and shaker 
behind Mission pop-up Mr. Pollo and 
Roxy’s Cafe — and his stints in the 
kitchen at A16, Coi, SPOR, and Quince 
— it’s surprising that his newest en- 
deavor, Francisca’s, opened so quietly a 
little less than two months ago in the 
highly visible Mission-and-Cesar-Chavez 
location that used to be the Palace Steak- 
house. 

Named for Francisca de Torres, 
Gimenez’s grandmother, it’s clearly 
intended to elevate rustic fare with a 
wide range of culinary influences — 
rooted in his native Venezuela — with 
the same slightly off-the-cuff approach 
that characterized the quasi-gonzo, 
four-courses-for-$20 tasting menu at 
Mr. Pollo. (Even at Roxy’s, to which 
he moved after the landlord tried to 
jack up Mr. Pollo’s rent, it was only 
$25 for four courses and $75 for 10. 
At those prices, you can’t expect more 
than a jubilant sense of wackiness and 
a lot of experimentation.) Francisca’s, 
however, is a lot of buck for the bang, 
even when — from the pours of wine 
to the truffles that the kitchen might 
come out to ladle onto an entree, un- 
nnounced — there’s a generosity of 
spirit that’s almost boundless. 

To start with the flair of Caracas, an 
$18 chicken arepa wasn't particularly 
flavorful, although that might be be- 
cause of the meat to which the server 
steered us. (We should have gone with 
pork.) The avocado felt grafted on, 
while the cheese, cilantro, and tomato 
that provided balance and backbone 
only muted the meat further. 

The Sonoma foie gras with duck-or-

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nut made the fettucine a smash, here, it 
somehow felt like a slightly nicer version 
of a Trader Joe’s Indian meal for one. 

As with the arepa, the Mary’s 
half-chicken ($15) was understated, a 
sort of obligatory nod to Latin Amer- 
ican rotisserie that struggled to find 
any identity. But then the truffles got 
spooned on, and it all zoomed to the 
stratosphere. 

Unfortunately, the thing that really 
mars a dinner here is a sense of ama- 
teurishness that’s wholly incongruous 
with entrees that bump up against the 
$30 mark. There is no computer system, 
and while it’s hardly a mortal sin to 
present hand-written diner-pad checks 
to patrons, one gets the impression of 
barely controlled chaos even when Fran- 
cisca’s is only a little more than half-full. 
I overheard the staff apologizing left 
and right, with supervisors coaching 
their subordinates in the art of placating 
annoyed people with the offer of a free 
drink. 

As I’ve written before, I’m reluctant 
to ding busy, still-pretty-new-ish restau- 
rants for minor shortcomings in the 
service realm — I don’t like hearing my- 
self sound like some entitled Yelper, and 
I’ve worked in the service industry long 
enough to know how hard it is — but 
the errors really mounted here. Piles of 
uncleared dirties and long gaps between 
courses are forgivable, but at Francisca’s, 
they were just the beginning — and, 
in this context, the house practice of 
pouring ginormous glasses of wine 
starts to look unprofessional rather than 
hospitable. 

Ilost track of the objects that clat- 
tered to the floor. On one visit, while 
seated at the bar, a staffer stood in front 
of me and my dining mate polishing 
racks of glassware for a very long time. 
(It was intrusive, and there’s plenty of 
space in the back near the restroom for 
a discreet side-work station.) Worse, 
someone dropped something into the 
sink and a big, sudsy dollop of dishwater 
landed on my companion’s plate. 

‘Just water,” the employee said, 
which was demonstrably false. 

Worst of all, you can easily get 
smoked out in there. It was only moder- 
ately noticeable on one visit but, halfway 
through another, the kitchen started 
generating uncontrolled fumes under 
the hood, so that even the recessed 
lights in the far side of the dining room 
were shining through thick clouds. 
Unless it’s, say, Yamo, I don’t want to 
smell like grease when I leave a restau- 
rant. 

Gimenez acquired a cult following 
for the impossibly cheap prix fixe at 
Mr. Pollo — and, in fact, at Francisca’s, 
the tasting is a family-style, four- 
course, chef’s choice affair for $65 
— but in order to keep the bewitching 
quality alive, there’s work to be done.

Degrees Plato 
Hops into 
Oakland's Laurel

On a recent Saturday night, a 
woman opened the door at Degrees Plato 
to find a sea of impatient elbows waiting 
in line. There were no tables available, 
and children were either crying or scam- 
pering across the restaurant floor. With 
an air of Roz Chast’s patented incredu- 
lity, she exclaimed, “Can you believe this 
is our neighborhood!?” 

The neighborhood in question is 
Oakland’s Laurel District, just off 
Interstate 580 near Mills College. Run- 
ning several blocks along MacArthur 
Boulevard to High Street, the Laurel 
is, as realtors put it, a neighborhood 
in transition. According to Mercedes 
Sperling, one half of the husband-and- 
wife team behind Degrees Plato, the 
building had been empty for three or 
four years before they moved into it. 

When asked about the fate of the 
weedy, vacant lot on the corner next 
door, Sperling said that it, too, be- 
longed to their landlord and that he is 
now planning to build on the site. Does 
filling a long-emptied building with 
three cold boxes of beer sound like 
gentrification? If so, the crowds inside 
are happily embracing the change. 

In the past five years, several 
restaurants have moved into the Lau- 
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rel, including Sequoia Diner, Commu- 
nité Table, and Fist of Flour Pizza. It’s 
also rumored that a second location 
of downtown Oakland’s Cosecha will 
open in the nearby Dimond District. 
Recently, there have been vigorous 
online discussions about the fate of 
the neighborhood, especially after last 
month’s demolition of the Laurel The- 
atre and its distinctive 1939 facade. 

On nextdoor.com, Emmily Bright 
commented, “The laurel is growing, 
and growing, and growing ... We can’t 
fight that. More businesses mean more 
business for everyone in the district 
and less driving for people that live 
here.” In their vision statement on the 
Degrees Plato site, Sperling and her 
husband Rich Allen seem to agree with 
Bright. They consider Degrees Plato 
“as a positive addition to a walkable, 
bike-able, and increasingly vibrant 
neighborhood.” 

And what they’ve added to the Lau- 
rel is a taproom and bottle shop, along 
with a few casual Mexican dishes. 

The friendly barkeep pointed out that 
the number of taps (23) will shortly 

be doubling. Currently, there’s a mix 

of local and not-so-local beers that 
average $6 for a 16 oz. serving. On 
three blackboards behind the bar, the 
choices are written out in colored chalk 
and listed by name, style, ABV, serving 
size, and cost. Fruitlands from the San 
Diego brewery Modern Times is tart 
and fruity with hits of passionfruit and 
guava. Sesh for the Sesh is boysenberry 
flavored and hails from San Francisco’s 
Social Kitchen. If you’re in the mood 
for something cider-like, it’s a better 
choice than the overly fermented apple 
one on tap. 

The short menu is straightforward 
and unfussy. You'd order these plates 
after a day spent on the Santa Cruz

beaches. Epazote quesadillas ($7) are 
novel because the refried beans are 
black, and the tortillas are drizzled 
with guacamole. The guacamole itself 
isn’t memorable but it comes with al- 
most every dish. There is an appetizer 
of mango guacamole ($7), which prom- 
ises a twist on the formula but doesn’t 
really deliver. It’s just the same gua- 
camole with five or six mango cubes 
sitting on top. 

The Sandia Ensalada ($7) was much 
brighter, a wedge salad fashioned 
out of baby romaine, dressed with a 
vibrant orange vinaigrette, and placed 
alongside dark red morsels of water- 
melon. After a couple of pints though, 
you re going to want a torta or an order 
of tacos. 

Four kinds of tortas (chicken, 
pork, chorizo, or vegetarian) are made 
with bolillo bread from Pena’s Bakery 
in Fruitvale. Grilled zucchini strips 
crowded together inside the calabaci- 
tas ($9) with Oaxaca cheese and those 
black refried beans. Served with a 
small plastic cup of guacamole, this 
particular torta longed for a crema or 
a fresh tomato salsa — or something 
to liven it up like an order of tacos. 
For $9, you choose a total of three 
— carnitas, grilled chicken or squash 
and sweet potato. All were sweet and 
savory, and the best entrée to pair with 
an IPA or Hefeweizen. 

Before Degrees Plato opened, the 
neighborhood would have been hard- 
pressed to say it lacked a taco bar and 
taproom. Now that the place is packed 
on the weekends, everyone must be 
wondering what will light out the ter- 
ritory next.

No one has ever accused me of 
being a “cyclist.” 

I don’t own the prerequisite equip- 
ment. I have no idea how to use an 
Allen wrench. Exercise, in general, 
confounds me. Coupled with my casual 
disdain for tourists, it’s no wonder that 
biking over the Golden Gate Bridge to 
Sausalito has never registered high on 
my to-do list. I was finally coaxed into 
it by one of those perfect San Francis- 
co afternoons, and the promise that 
scenic bounty — and plenty of craft 
booze — awaited me on the north side 
of the Bay. Thanks to a number of key 
elements that conspired in my favor, 
not only did I survive, I thrived. And 
now I’m wholly qualified to present 
this non-bike-riders guide to biking the 
Golden Gate Bridge. 

First and foremost: Avoid crowds by 
getting out there on a weekday, if at all 
possible. Obviously, that’s a tall order 
for many people, but if ever you're go- 
ing to take advantage of a sick day, this 
is the way to do it. 

“Tourists suck,” says Sausalito 
resident (and avid rider) Bill Douillet. 
“But they are the price you pay to do 
anything cool on a daily basis. Go early. 
The rest of the day is jam-packed.” 

The next thing to consider is the 
equipment. Even if you don’t own any 
Spandex, this isn’t something that you 
want to take casually. In my limited 
experience with bicycles, I always seem 
to have chain issues. (I’m also an idiot.) 
Thankfully, with a little help from the 
internet, I realized that fool-proof op- 
tions exist. 

NYC’s Priority Bicycles offers a 
chainless continuum-shifter. It might 
sound like something out of Star Trek, 
but it’s actually quite simple: Think of 
shifting as changing the volume on 
your stereo. A typical shifter is the one 
that you click up or down, one level 
at a time. Continuum-shifting is like 
that silky smooth analog knob that 
has endless gradients in between. Ona 
bicycle it provides a seamless, intuitive 
experience going up and down hilly 
terrain. Priority didn’t invent the tech- 
nology, but they were the first ones to 
make it affordable — their entry level 

model is $400 — which is why you can 
now rent them for $9/hour at Wheel 
Fun Rentals (2627 Taylor St., wheelfun- 
rentals.com) on The Embarcadero — 
my starting point. 

Passing thru Fort Mason and into 
the Marina was a breeze. 

“Take your time,” Douillet advises. 
“It’s only about 400 feet of elevation

change to the bridge from Crissy Field, 
so don’t worry too much about the 
climb. On the bridge, stick to your side 
and pay attention — there are lots of 
accidents due to people swerving be- 
cause they’re looking at the view. Once 
you get across the bridge, take a sharp 
left and go down to Cavallo Point and 
ride into Sausalito on the less traf- 
ficked roads.” 

It’s all downhill from here, as they 
say. With the hard work behind me, I 
rewarded myself with refreshments at 
the Barrel House Tavern (660 Bridge- 
way, barrelhousetavern.com), seated 
along the water in a converted ferry 
building. Remembering that beer has 
electrolytes, I attacked their array 
of microbrews, from Sierra Nevada’s 
Nooner Pilsner to Magnolia’s Prescrip- 
tion Pale Ale. Henhouse Stout, brewed 
with Hog Island Oysters, served as 
precursor to one of the bar’s modish 
cocktails — all named after icons of 
the Wild West. My favorite, The Wild 
Bill Hickok features a housemade 
fig-infused whiskey, combined with 
vermouth and quince smoke. It’s an 
elegant reimagining of a Manhattan 
best enjoyed while staring across the 
Bay, at the city the could be accused of 
the same. 

Next door is the Sausalito Ferry, 
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which departs approximately every 

90 minutes on weekdays. $12 affords 
you a hold for your bike and unrivaled 
views of our ever-expanding skyline. 
You can even get craft beer and cheap 
whiskey on the 25-minute ride. (I went 
with a boilermaker of Jack Daniels 
backed by Lagunitas IPA.) 

I arrived at the Ferry Building and 
grabbed a quick snack in the form of 
Prather Ranch Meat Co. jerky, because 
protein. Just outside, the designated 
green lane for bikers guided me on the 
mile-long ride back to the rental shop. 
Depending on how many cocktails you 
enjoyed at Barrel House, the entire 
circuit shouldn’t take much more than 
three hours. But if it does, Wheel Fun 
charges $37 to keep the bike for the 
rest of the day. By the time my adven- 
ture was over, I was even considering 
paying a few hundred more to hang 
onto the thing, indefinitely. 

Inspired by my buzz — a healthy 
combo of whiskey and adrenaline — 
and a poetic embrace of the grandeur 
surrounding me, I was reminded of 
how easy it is to be a tourist in your 
own hometown. That doesn’t have to 
be such a bad thing — as long as you 
stay out of everyone else’s way.

Green Day is ready to come home. 

When the Oakland punk quartet 
released its latest record, Revolution 
Radio, the United States was still a 
month away from the election of 
President Donald Trump. Led by the 
explosive lead single “Bang Bang,” the 
album finds singer-guitarist Billie Joe 
Armstrong, drummer Tre Cool, bassist 
Mike Dirnt, and new member (and 
touring guitarist) Jason White angry 
and ready to do something about it. 
Now nine months into a tour that has 
spanned the globe, Dirnt says the band 
is at the top of its game. 

“This tour has been one of the 
greatest tours we've ever had — possi- 
bly the best,” he says. 

In many ways, it’s not hard to see 
why the group that broke big with 
1994’s Dookie might feel that way. 
Following the maligned release of Uno, 
Dos, and Tre — a bold 2012 attempt at 
a triple album — Armstrong entered 
rehab following a public meltdown 
during a performance at the iHeart- 
Radio music festival. Unable to tour 
behind the records, Green Day entered 
a period of inactivity, something Dirnt 
is thrilled to leave in the past. 

“T don’t think any band should put 
out a triple record,” he laughs. “With 
Uno/Dos/Tre, shit hit the fan. It was 
just too much to take on at one point, 
but I never have any regrets. As far 
as the touring cycle goes, yeah, right 
now we're really happy to be on the 
road. We're making up for a little lost 
time when it comes to actually playing 
shows and being in front of our fans.” 

While out on tour, Green Day has 
also been screening Turn It Around: The 
Story of East Bay Punk — a documen- 
tary the band executive-produced — 
ahead of select shows. 

“T think, for a lot of people, it was a 
great exclamation point on the earlier 
half of our life,” Dirnt says of the era 
captured in the film. “At a time where 
art is just getting hammered on by 
our government and not supported 
anywhere, it’s nice to see that a bunch 
of kids from nowhere can get together 
and create art and actually do it in an 
ethical way that can transform their 
lives and the world.” 

Dirnt confirms that he still loves 
going out to see small shows when he’s 
home in the Bay Area. However, he 
admits he’s a little miffed that Green 
Day was on tour when Iggy Pop — 
who narrates Turn It Around — played 
Burger Boogaloo in Mosswood Park on 
July 1. 
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“That’s the kind of ‘ships in the 
night’ shit that happens to us when 
we're on tour, he says. “I turn around 
and Iggy Pop is playing a fucking park 
that I walk every day. Really? Now?” 

While Green Day has been travers- 
ing the world, that doesn’t mean there 
hasn't been a chance or two to see 
them around town. Last December, 
Armstrong, and Dirnt joined SWMRS 
— a band that features Armstrong’s 
son, Joey — for a benefit at Oakland’s 
1-2-3-4 Go! Records in honor of the 
victims of the Ghost Ship fire that had 
occurred weeks earlier. 

“Obviously, it was devastating,” 
Dirnt says about first hearing the 
news. “I don’t 
know if I even 
have words. For 
me, personally, 
it always makes 
you feel good to 
have some bit 
of control in an 
uncontrollable 
time, even if 
that means just 
doing a small 
thing. That’s one thing that you can 
kind of focus on and feel a little bit 
good about.” 

While the nature of Dirnt and Arm- 
strong’s appearance with SWMRS was 
certainly solemn, the band has long 
enjoyed playing intimate and often se- 
cret shows around the Bay Area ahead 
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at Oakland Coliseum on Saturday, 
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of their album releases. In October, 
Green Day played the 1,400-seat UC 
Theatre in Berkeley, and, in 2009, they 
held concerts at Oakland’s Fox Theater 
and Uptown to preview 21st Century 
Breakdown. 

Dirnt says booking small shows is a 
luxury the band is grateful to have. 

“T’ve talked to other big rock stars 
and they’re like, “Yeah, I miss playing 
small shows, and I go, ‘Well why don’t 
you just go play a small show?’ If we 
want to play a small club, we'll play a 
small club,” he says. “If we want to play 
a giant venue, we'll play that. That’s 
the luxury that we’ve afforded our- 
selves at this point, and that’s where 
some of the 
gratitude comes 
in — knowing 
that we can play 
a tiny club with 
our fans or we 
can play Oak- 
land Coliseum.” 

Whatever 
the venue, fans 
can look for- 
ward to a show 
that won't be overshadowed by our 
current president. 

For a band that wears political dis- 
sent on its sleeve — most notably with 
2004’s American Idiot and its criticisms 
of then-President George W. Bush and 
the war in Iraq — Dirnt says Green 
Day is taking a slightly different ap-

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proach with its current live shows. 

“It’s like, there’s the seriousness of 
what’s going on in the world,” he says, 
“but we also — when it comes to play- 
ing music right now — we just want to 
get together and be with our fans and 
celebrate a moment of sanity. We want 
to go insane together but let our shows 
be a moment of sanity.” 

The band was itself the subject of 
a rather insane show last year, when 
local organization Undercover Presents 
put on a tribute concert in celebration 
of Dookie. Oakland Mayor Libby Schaaf 
declared Feb. 19 to be “Green Day Day,” 
and the entire affair served as a benefit 
for 924 Gilman, the DIY venue where 
the band first got its start. 

Dirnt has no doubts about what 
comes next. 

“I guess the band has a birthday 
now or something,” he says. “It’s weird, 
because there’s been times you get this 
massive hype, and you go, ‘OK, what 
do you do here? What’s next?’ Well, 
you just play music. It’s not about any 
particular goals at that point. The goal 
is music, and the goal is celebrating 
with our fans. You know, that’s where 
we re at right now. We’re about to 
throw the biggest party Oakland has 


ever seen in about a week here.”

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Image of Suffering, is dark — to say the least. Traumatized by what she described 
to Rolling Stone as a “scary and unsettling” religious upbringing, frontwoman 
Kristina Esfandiari channeled her tainted relationship with religion — along with 
her anxiety and depression — into her songwriting. 

Consequently, the record is a 48-minute deconstruction of Esfandiari’s 
grief, anger, and overwhelming spiritual unrest. The album uses a murky 
blend of instrumentals that rise and fall in stormy crescendos: Songs like 
“Utopia” and “Manna” feature heavy drums and bass notes that quiver with 
blatant rage. However, the backing instrumentals avoid high-pitched shrill- 
ness, creating a tone that is deeply emotional but not hysterically senseless. 
Piercing through the nebulous instrumental background is Esfandiari’s voice, 
expressing anguished lyrics like, “You break the bread you drink the wine 
/ When we scream inside.” Created in the Image of Suffering is not a memoir 
made from a position of comfortable hindsight; Esfandiari clearly continues to 
process her life story in the midst of recording music, so the album’s motif of 
despondent loss still comes across as raw and unresolved. 

Although born of a scarring period of Esfandiari’s life, Created in the Image 
of Suffering is not a testament to retreating into defeat, either. “You can literal- 
ly do whatever the fuck you want to do, and that’s really the bottom line,” she 
asserts in an interview with The Le Sigh. “So many people tried to tell me who 
and what I was, and then I finally realized that I create my own future and my 
own destiny. Once you realize that, no one can really fuck with you.” In the 
end, King Woman’s album is an expression of, but more importantly, an emer- 
gence from, the grasp of pain. Alexa Lee

As grandiose as it 
sounds, itis not an 
overstatement to say 
that Slick Rick has 
permanently altered 
hip-hop. The single most 
sampled musician in the 
world, Slick Rick has been 
referenced by modern 
musical icons such as 
Kanye West and Nas, no 
small feat for someone 
whose last album was 
released in 1999. His 
song “La Di Da Di” alone 
has been sampled and 
reinterpreted by Beyoncé 
in “Party,” Miley Cyrus 
in “We Can't Stop,” 

and most famously by 
The Notorious B.1.G. in 
“Hypnotize.” That one 
line from “Children’s 
Story’ — “Once upona 
time, not too long ago” 


— has been quoted over and over again by everyone from Jay-Z to Mos Def. 
Sampling aside, Slick Rick’s distinctly British flow — an unusual trait for 
the 1990s Bronx music scene where the artist got his start — and his pen- 
chant for a storytelling style of rap has made him one of the most ground- 
breaking voices in American rap history. When asked about the influential 
power of Slick Rick, The Roots’ drummer Questlove merely stated, “Point 
blank: Slick Rick’s voice was the most beautiful thing to happen to hip-hop 
culture.” When asked by The Guardian for a response, Slick Rick explained 
his narrative flow in more unassuming terms: “I think what I brought to 
hip-hop was a visual, storybook-type of a style, like reading a children’s 


book, but in rap form.” 


When Slick Rick raps, his verses sound droll and playful despite often 
being about grim subjects like crime and prison. Similarly, when his glib 
voice recites positive lyrics like that of “Hey Young World,” the effect is 
abundantly delightful. Paired with lighthearted beats that sound as though 
they’re skipping across his tracks, Rick’s vocals convey an airy, giddy whim- 
sicality. The rapper’s enthusiasm radiates from his records, and is certain to 
enliven listeners and draw them into his groovy storytelling. Alexa Lee

The opening lines of Wolf People’s website biography could 
easily be introducing an angry political documentary or 
social commentary speech, as opposed to a psychedelic 
rock band from Bedfordshire, England. Written by novelist 
and journalist Ben Myers, the online passage declares, 
“A.D. 2016 and England is in flux. This bastard island is 
divided, shot through with doubt and self-loathing, ruled 
by the feverish egos of passing power hungry-dilettantes, 
two-bit aristocrats, and smiling psychopaths. The people 
require a new narrative, a new soundtrack.” Myers goes on 
to explain that this new narrative is Ruins, Wolf People’s 
latest album. As the world grows increasingly corrupt by 
mankind’s capacity for greed and cruelty, Wolf People 
imagines the aftermath of the turbulent present. 

Elaborating further on Myers’ analysis of Ruins, lead 
singer and guitarist Jack Sharp says, “It’s not a concept 
album, but a lot of the songs consider what the world 
might be like without humans. The title refers to the 
ruins of civilization.” This divergence from human in- 
fluence is reflected in the album’s ghostly vocals — the 
wordless cries of mourning on songs like “Crumbling 
Dais” and “Salt Mills.” Adding to the ominous, other- 
worldly quality of Ruins are the low electric guitar riffs 
that echo heavy metal groups such as Black Sabbath and 
Led Zeppelin, both bands Wolf People has cited as inspi- 
ration. Furthermore, Tom Watt’s drumming on Ruins’ 
tracks, especially in “Kingfisher” and its subsequent re- 
prises, is not mere rhythm-keeping, but rather a display 
of thought-provoking solos that build upon the other 
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instrumentals. 

In Ruins, Wolf People draws from a dissatisfied pres- 
ent to imagine a nearly post-apocalyptic future. Directly 
exposing the harmful flaws of humanity, the album 
paints a bleak portrait of civilization’s fall but also im- 
plies optimism about new beginnings. “I may continue to 
fight / with love and fury as my only spell,” Sharp sings 
in “Night Witch.” Through this song, as well as in the rest 
of Ruins, Wolf People suggests that even as society as we 
know it collapses upon itself, forces such as music, truth, 
and nature will inevitably survive and live on. Alexa Lee

She knew I was a cross-dresser, 
and I derived more pleasure from this cross-dressing 
experience than having anonymous sex with an es- 
cort. My questions: Did I violate the hall pass? Was I 
wrong to cross-dress?

etc.). Because now she can divorce you with a clear 
conscience, since she’s not to blame for the split— 
you and your dick and your dresses are to blame. 
You might want to brace yourself for some hard- 
core blaming and kink-shaming, DRESSED, and for 
the very real possibility she'll out you as a cheat and 
a cross-dresser to family and friends. But however 
the divorce plays out—and here’s hoping it doesn't 
get ugly—at least you'll soon be free to find a part- 
ner you don't have to hide your cross-dressing from. 


I'm a 22-year-old nonbinary person and I'm debating 
whether to come out to my father as nonbinary. Compli- 
cating things is the fact that I tried to come out to him at 
18 back when I thought I was “only” a hetero-leaning bi 
cross-dresser. He did not take the news well. Today we 
don't talk about it, and I think he pretends it never hap- 
pened. Im wanting to move toward living in a less-gen- 
der-conforming way—including changing my name— 
and am considering making a second attempt. Pros: not 
feeling like I'm hiding who I am, maybe I get him off my 
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entation or gender expression, I know. And people 
kink-shaming is more painful than non-kinksters 
realize. But none of your exes have stalked and mur- 
dered you. 

Now the good news: There are women out there 
who dig men in high heels, there are women out 
there into bi guys, and there is a significant overlap 
between those two groups of women. If you succumb 
to bitterness at your young age because you ve been 
dumped a few times—if you despise all women 
because you were dumped by women you wouldn't 
want to be with anyway—you re going to scare off the 
women who are genuinely attracted to guys like you. 
The women who bolted did you a painful favor, and 
you should be grateful. Because with those average 
women out of your life, EGADS, you're free to go find 
an above-average woman who wants an above-aver- 
age guy like you.
